The jolly Jack tars of the United 
States will not be required to eat oleo­ 
margarine instead of butter.

cision has just been reached by the 
navy department. 
The naval ration 
law stipulates that the ration shall in­ 
clude two ounces of butter, and it lias 
been decided that the statute places • 
limit on the authority of the purchas­ 
ing officers nnd that they cannot ac­ 
quire a substitute for butter. 
Tests of oleomargarine and butter 
convinced the paym aster general and 
other officers of the navy that oleo 
would be suitable for the naval serv­ 
ice. and they reported that it would 
answer the purpose required of it.

On th« We ste rn a nd Atla ntic Whe n 
Tra ins Me t Be twe e n Sta tions a nd a 
Dispute A r o s e the Conductors De cid­ 
e d Which Tra in Ha d to Ba ck Down. 


A most interesting exhibit of the 
ea rly days of railroading in this coun­ 
try has been found by the Ra ilroa d 
Age Guzette. 
It is a schedule for pas­ 
senger tra ins and rules for the conduct 
o f enginemen and conductors on the 
W estern and A tla ntic, which was a t 
th e time and still is owned by the 
sta te of Georgia. 
T he ta ble is dated 
M a rch 1, 1852, and wa s issued by W il­ 
liam M. 
Wadley, superintendent, fa ­ 
ther of George D. Wadley, the la tter 
fo r many yea rs m a na ger of the Cen­ 
tra l Ra ilroa d of Georgin. 
T h e schedule shows a picture o f an 
engine and ca rs a t the top. 
Under it 
the numbers and na m es of the sta- J 
tions, the times for arriva l, the tim es 1 
fo r departure and the time ta ken to | 
run between sta tions a s well as re- j 
m a rks 
about

freights a re all ca refully ta bula ted. 
In the rules for enginem en and con­ 
ductors a re many which seem qua int 
In this age of colossal railroading. 
Of I 
course the road had only one tra ck, 
a nd rule 14 for pa ssenger conductors 
show s tha t there must ha ve been som e ! 
dispute when tra ins met as to which j 
tra in had the right to keep on its way 
uninterrupted. 
T h is rule sa ys: 
"A s a general rule, when tra ins meet 
betw een sta tions the trnin nea rest the 
turnout will run back. 
Any dispute as 
to which tra in is to retire is to be de­ 
term ined a t once by the conductors 
w ithout interference on the pa rt of the 
enginemen. 
This rule is required to be 
varied iu fa vor of the hea viest loaded 
engine or worst grades if they meet 
n ea r the center." 
Rule 7 gives the conductor directions 
fo r reporting on the num ber of pa ssen­ 
gers who a re paying and the num ber 
; of ministers of the gospel who were to 
; be charged ha lf price w hen on busi- 
' ness connected with* their calling. T he 
j sa m e rule indicated th a t the governor 
o f the sta te and the general superin­ 
tendent of the road were the only indi­ 
viduals who had a right to give passes. 
T h e conductor wa s ordered to In­ 
spect the running gea r of his tra in at 
every sta tion and in rule 13 w a s a d ­ 
monished never to leave A tla nta or 
Cha tta nooga without the mail or w ith­ 
out first sending to the postotflce a fter 
it. 
Rule 17 snys th a t u tra in stopping 
a t any sta tion a t night must inva ria bly 
be run on the turnout so as to leave 
the main tra ck clear, and th a t strict 
w a tch 
had to be kept in all ca ses 
w here a tra in stopped a t night. 
In the regulations for pa ssenger en 
glneraen there a re a 
number which 
seem a lm ost humorous in this period 
of railroad m a n a g em en t F o r insta nce, 
th e englnem a n wa s instructed th a t if 
his tra in killed a ny stock and threw 
the cow or cow s iu such a position as 
to enda nger the sa fety of the next 
tra in he was to stop his tra in and see 
th a t the tra ck w a s cleared. 
P a ssen ger tra ins were not to exceed 
the 
speed 
of their schedule 
except 
when behind time, iu which ca se the 
speed m ight be increased three miles 
nn hour generally. In pa ssing turnoi^ a 
(the turnout evidently wa s the sw itch­ 
ing tra ck) the speed had to be dimin­ 
ished to six miles an hour.

“Tho earth 
Is hold in Its orbit by the absolute bal­ 
ance of centripetal 
and 
centrifugal 
forces, and if tho balance w ere d is­ 
turbed the earth should fly aw ay into 
space or fail to the sun, yet this bal­ 
ance is continually disturbed by me 
boors and otfler causes and no cntas 
trophe occurs: please explain,” Edgar 
Lneien Larkin, in the N ew York Amer­ 
ican, says: 
“There is no centrifugal force as such 
in nature. W hat so appears is reaction 
against gravity due to the motion of 
the earth. 
Inertia, an inherent prop­ 
erty of all matter, would forever m ain­ 
tain a m oving body in an absolutely 
straight line in its original direction 
unless som e outside force draw s it 
aside. The direction of draw ing aside 
Is alw ays toward the outside disturbing 
m ass—the sun in this case. 
And the 
earth thus continually falls from a 
straight lino—a tangent—to Its orbit 
through a distance of one-ninth of an 
inch during each second 
“ I f gravitation should suddenly be 
annihilated the earth would fly awny 
on n straight line into space.

course the road had only one track, 
and rule 14 for passenger conductors 
sh ow s that there m ust have been som e 
dispute when trains m et as to which 
train had the right to keep on its w ay 
uninterrupted. 
T his rule says: 
“As a general rule, w hen trains meet 
betw een sta tions the train nearest the 
turnout w ill run back. 
Any dispute as 
to which train is to retire Is to be de 
term ined at once by the conductors 
w ithout interference on the part of the 
enginem en. T his rule Is required to be 
varied in favor of the heaviest loaded 
engine or w orst grades lf they m eet 
near tile center." 
Rule 7 gives the conductor directions 
for reporting on the num ber of passen­ 
gers who are paying and the number 
of m inisters o f the gospel who were to 
be charged half price w hen on busi­ 
ness connected with*their calling. The 
sam e rule indicated that tile governor 
o f the state and the general superin­ 
tendent of the road w ere the only indi­ 
viduals who had a right to give passes. 
The conductor w as ordered to in­ 
spect the running gear o f his train at 
every station and in rule 13 w as ad­ 
m onished never to leave Atlanta or 
Chattanooga w ithout the mail or w ith­ 
out first sending to the postoffice after 
it. 
Rule 17 says that a train stopping 
at any station at night m ust Invariably 
be run on the turnout so as to leave 
the main track clear, and that strict 
w atch had to be kept in all cases 
w here a train stopped at night. 
In the regulations for passenger en ­ 
ginem en there are a 
number which 
seem alm ost humorous in this period 
of railroad m anagem ent For instance, 
the enginem an w as instructed that if 
his train killed any stock und threw 
the cow or cow s in such u position as 
to endanger the safety of the next 
train he w as to stop his train and see 
that the track w as cleared. 
I’assenger trains w ere not to exceed 
the speed 
of their schedule except 
w hen behind tim e, in w hich case the 
speed m ight be increased three m iles 
an hour generally. In passing turnouts 
(the turnout evidently w as the sw itch­ 
ing track) the speed had to be dim in­ 
ished to six milos an hour. 
Rule G m ight he put in force today 
with good effect and to the delight of 
a 
much jolted traveling public. 
It 
reads; 
“In connecting and in starting w ith 
his train the enginem an will be ex ­ 
ceedingly careful in tile m anagem ent 
of the throttle so that the cars may not 
he injured or the passengers annoyed 
by the sudden violence o f the start.” 
T his paragraph is found at the end 
of the regulations for enginem en: 
“ For 
any

rules, for running off at turnouts, for 
killing of stock by daylight aud for all 
other irregularities the general super­ 
intendent w ill im pose such fines as he 
deem s just and called for by the na­ 
ture of the offense.’’

There are six teen awards of $2,000 
and thirty -nine of $1,000 each. The re­ 
mainder are in awards consisting of 
pensions rang ing from $5 to $03 a 
month and in cash sums under $1,000. 
A medal, either bronze or silver or g old, 
accompanies every award. 
The hig hest award, consisting of a 
g old medal and $2,000 in cash, g oes to 
Charles N. Wrig ht, a merchant, thirty - 
eig ht y ears old, of Hig hlands, N. C., 
who, with William f 
Dillard, a livery ­ 
man, thirty -three y ears old, of the 
same place, helped to save R. Aug ustus 
Baty , a carpenter, from a fall down a 
precipice ¡it that place on May 14,19 11. 
Dillard receives a silver medal and 
$2,000. 
Baty had fallen from the summit of 
Whiteside mountain at Fool’s rock and 
rolled 150 feet down an almost vertical 
cliff and lodg ed ag ainst a small bush, 
two inches from the brink of a preci­ 
pice 2.000 feet deep, part of his body 
dang ling over the edg e. 
Wrig ht and Dillard descended the 
vertical ledg e, their only handholds or 
footholds being ridg es and hollows not 
more than an Inch in heig ht or depth. 
Wrig ht’s wife saw him and beg an to 
scream. He was nearly unnerved, but 
pushed on. 
Stopping at a tiny bush 
six feet above Baty he let his feet 
down to u ledg e two feet above the 
brink und then g rasped Bnty ’s coat col­ 
lar. 
Baty g ave a sudden jerk, but be­ 
came quiet when Wrig ht threatened 
him. 
Wrig ht drew Baty up to a place of 
comparative 
safety , 
where 
Dillard, 
who had lost his nerve in the final 
stag es of the rescue, was waiting . The 
two men now took Baty . who was de­ 
lirious. fifteen feet across the bare face 
of the eliff. within eig hteen inches of 
the brink. 
Then they moved him to 
the foot of the vertlcnl ledg e at the 
summit, from which point he was 
hoisted by means of a line. 
The res­ 
cue took two hours and thirty minutes. 


Joseph E. Davies, United States com­ 
missioner of corporations, in defining 
the attitude of the Wilson administra­ 
tion toward corporations before the 
American Hardware Manufacturers’

“We shall’'enter into this investig a­ 
tion with the sole intent of working 
out in ¡1 scientific and fair minded spir­ 
it the facts absolutely as they are. So 
vital and so fundamental is this prob­ 
lem that to attack it in any other spirit 
would be criminal.” 
Commissioner Davies declared that 
the ultimate solution of the trust prob­ 
lem depended upon the determination 
of the question this bureau Is about to 
investig ate and sa id the problem mig ht 
be solved by amendments to the Sher­ 
man law and by an Industrial trade 
commission or by action looking t«> i 
reg ulation by the individual slates. 
If 
the monopolistic sy stem should be 
found to be most efficient there would 
! still remain, he said, a question wheth­ 
er the g overnment should maintain 
an attitude ag ainst monopoly by rea- 
| son of other and g reater additional 
j evil It Induces. 
"Our theory of g overnment is wrong ." 
said he. “If our laws shall not decree 
that the few men who are trustees for 
society and who should be fairly and 
abundantly compensated for the serv­ 
ices they render should also be pre­ 
vented from putting their feet in the 
troug h if they become animated by the 
fundamental g reed that lies in human 
nature.

Moreau was able by means of his in­ 
vention to fly in a strong wind for over 
hnlf an hour without touching his 
hands to the levers of ids machine, 
only using Ids feet on the pedals for 
steering purposes. Captain Reboul lias 
applied Moreau’s stabilizer to his own 
Invention and is able to foresee the 
time when a fleet of wing ed torpedoes 
controlled by wireless teleg raphy may 
be launched ag ainst the enemy ’s air 
fleet immediately on its appearance. 
It is not impossible to believe that in 
the warfare of the future dirig ible bal­ 
loons and aeroplanes will g o into tbe 
air accompanied by a fleet of protect­ 
ing satellites.

BRAVE MEN AND WOMEN 
GET MEDALS AND CASH. 


Carnegie Com m ission Disburses Nearly 
$100,000 For Gallant Deeds. 


Nearly $100,000 Is disbursed to he­ 
roes or their relatives by the Carnegie 
hero fund commission, according to Its 
report just made public. The commis­ 
sion distributes immediately $01,000 in 
awards of $2,000 and $1,000 each. 
There are sixteen awards of $2.OOT) 
and thirty-nine of $1,000 each. The re­ 
mainder are in awards consisting of 
pensions ranging from $5 to $0.1 a 
month and in cash sums under $1,000. 
A medal, either bronze or silver or gold, 
accompanies every award. 
The highest award, consisting of a 
gold medal and $2,000 in cash, goes to 
Charles N. Wright, a merchant, thirty- 
eight y e a rs old. of Highlands, N. C.. 
who, with William I 
Dillard, a livery­ 
man, thirty three years old. of the 
same place, helped to save It. Augustus 
Baty, a carpenter, from a fall down a 
precipice at that place on May 14, 1911. 
Dillard receives a silver medal and 
$2,000. 
Baty had fallen from the summit of 
Whiteside mountain at Fool's rock aud 
rolled 150 feet down an almost vertical 
cliff and lodged against a small bush, 
two inches from the brink of a preci­ 
pice 2.000 feet deep, part of his body 
dangling over the edge. 
Wright and Dillard descended the 
vertical ledge, their only handholds or 
footholds being ridges and hollows not 
more than an inch iu height or depth. 
W right’s wife saw him and began to 
scream. Ile was nearly unnerved, but 
pushed on. 
Stopping at a tiny bush 
six feet above Baty he let Ills feet 
down to a ledge two feet above the 
brink and then grasped Baty’s coat col­ 
lar. 
Baty gave ti sudden jerk, but be­ 
came quiet when Wright threatened 
him. 
Wright drew Baty up to a place of 
comparative 
safety, 
where 
Dillard, 
who had lost his nerve in the final 
stages of the rescue, was waiting. The 
two men now took Baty. who was de­ 
lirious. fifteen feet across the hare face 
of the cliff, within eighteen inches of 
the brink. 
Then they moved him to 
the foot of the vertical ledge at the 
summit, from which point he was 
hoisted by means of a line. 
Tile res­ 
cue took two hours m d thirty minutes. 


Ladies and Cricket.

United State* Com m issioner of Corpo­ 
ration* Joseph E. Davies Makes Offi­ 


cial Announcem ent Defining Attitude 
of 
W ilson 
Administration 
Toward 
Industrial Combinations. 


Joseph E. Davies. United States com­ 
missioner of corporations, in defining 
the attitude of the Wilson administra­ 
tion toward corporations before the 
American Hardware M anufacturers’ 
association in convention at Atlantic 
City, N. J., told the manufacturers, 
representing practically the entire out­ 
put of the hardware industry, that nei­ 
ther they nor any other industry doing 
business within the law had anything 
to fear from the federal department of 
justice. 
The beginning of a new scientific in­ 
vestigation of the industrial situation, 
under the direction of President Wil­ 
son. which will contribute to the ad­ 
ministration’s 
trust 
legislation 
pro­ 
gram. was announced by Commissioner 
Davies. He said in part: 
“W hether a competitive system of 
large units or a monopolistic system 
is the most advantageous to society 
is the question the bureau will attempt 
to determine. 


Fair Investigation Promised. 
“We shall tenter Into this investiga­ 
tion with the sole intent of working 
out in a scientific nnd fair minded spir­ 
it the facts absolutely as they are. So 
vital and so fundamental Is this prob­ 
lem that to attack it in any other spirit 
would be criminal.” 
Commissioner Davies declared that 
the ultimate solution of the trust prob­ 
lem depended upon the determination 
of the question this bureau is about to 
investigate nnd said the problem might 
be solved by amendments to the Sher­ 
man law and by an Industrial trade 
commission or by action looking to 
regulation by the Individual states 
If 
the monopolistic system should he 
found to ho most efficient there would 
still remain, he said. a question wheth­ 
er the government should maintain 
an attitude against monopoly by rea­ 
son of other and greater additional 
evil It Induces. 
"Our theory of government is wrong.” 
said he, “lf our laws shall not decree 
thnt the few men who are trustees for 
society and who should he fairly and 
abundantly compensated for the serv­ 
ices they render should also be pre­ 
vented from putting their feet in the 
trough if they become animated by the 
fundamental greed that lies in human 
nature. 


Problem a Farreaching One. 
“This problem reaches down to the 
fundam ental3 of government itself. 
It 
will t 
the greatest minds of this gen­ 
eration aud the next. 
“An investigation only recently con­ 
ducted by congress has given evidences 
of certain insidious influences that at­ 
tack the Integrity of government itself. 
“The economic aspects of the prob­ 
lem. the fair, just attitude of govern- J 
meut to capital invested and men in­ 
terest'd in and directing these great 
enterprises as well as to the public at 
large and what shall be done to pre­ 
serve freedom of opportunity for busi­ 
ness. is tile problem to which congress ( 
will address itself In the Immediate fu­ 
ture.” 
Commissioner Davies reviewed vari­ 
ous suggestions for amendment of the 
Sherman law. many of which have 
been introduced as bills in congress, 
looking to the prevention of the issue 
of watered stock, interlocking owner­ 
ship. common directorates and other 
similar conditions to which many eco­ 
nomic evils are attributed. 
He spoke 
particularly of the contention that the 
government should regulate and con­ 
trol prices.

Frenchm an Invents N ew and Terrible 
Engine pf Destruction. 
A new and terrible engine of de­ 
struction whose function in the air 
will be tile same as that of a torpedo 
at sea has been designed by Captain 
Reboul of the French military general 
staff. 
Captain Reboul’s experiments with 
his uerinl torpedo made comparatively 
little progress until tile recent discov­ 
ery of a stabilizing device for aero­ 
planes by th*' French inventor Moreau. 
Moreau was able by means of hts in­ 
vention to fly in ii strong wind for over 
half an hour without touching his 
hands to the levers of his machine, 
only using his feet on the pedals for 
steering purposes. Captain Reboul has 
applied Moreau’s stabilizer to his own 
invention and is able to foresee the 
time when a fleet of winged torpedoes 
controlled by wireless telegraphy may 
be launched against the enemy’s air 
fleet Immediately on Its appearance.

Priso ners Must Wo rk. 
To o utward appearances the prison 
Is thu s: Every prisoner has work to do, 
and most of the work is some form of 
m anu al lab or. 
T here is the stonecu t­ 
te r’s shop, the tailor's shop. the lau n­ 
dry, tile storeroom, the farm , the car­ 
penter’s shop, the b akery. In all of 
which there are prisoners a t work. Be­ 
hind the grou p of b u ildings, b ordering 
on the recreation grou nds, is a model 
cam p for tu b ercu losis prisoners. 
Near 
b y is si plant in which soap is m anu ­ 
factu red from the w aste produ cts of 
the shops and kitchen. 
Ev ery thing Is operated on a b asis of 
strict economy. 
A 
line of railroad 
tracks ru ns into the grou nds, and a 
string of freight cars is alw ays there. 
Tile plant at which electricity is gen­ 
erated for light and power Is alw ays 
ru nning. 
The entire plant appears to 
v isito rs to he a well ordered enterprise. 
“They are starving men In the nam e 
of economy.” said 
H aw thorne, and 
Morton nodded his head In corrob orn 
tlon. 
“Prisoners nre su b jected to tre a t­ 
m ent that Is nothing less than slow 
m u rder,” said Dr. M orton, who is a 
practicing physician. 
“There is never 
enou gh to eat. 
The w arden attem pts 
to feed strong men on 0 cents n day, 
and when he su cceeds he b rags ab ou t 
It. 
There has never a man gone into 
tha t prison hu t w ho u ndergoes a steady 
deterioration—m ayb e slow, hu t alw ays 
su re.” 
“You hear of the clean cells In which 
the prisoners sleep.” said H aw thorne, 
“hu t you nev er lienr of the ’hole.’ do 
you ? 
For the slightest fau lt, som e­ 
tim es for b reaking a plate, som etim es 
for a little more or less, a prisoner Is 
sent to the ‘hole,’ n place u nder the 
main b u ilding for solitary confinement. 
There the b eat Is terrific a t tim es and 
the stench Is had. T here the prisoners 
are chained b y their w rists u nd held 
thu s w ith arm s ou tstretched for hou rs 
And som etim es confinem ent in 
the 
’hole’ is for days. 
Apparently a Mo del. 
“And the m ost m iserab le part of It 
all is tha t to ou tw ard appearances the 
prison is a model. T here is alw ays the 
Clean grou nds to exhib it au d the b ase­ 
b all gam es to talk of, the mu sic nt 
m eals and the ou tw ard sem b lance of 
good care and consideration. 
T here is 
alw ays a sm oothness and graciou sness 
to the pu b lic. 
You u re never told of 
the ’hole.’ 
Nob ody ever sees that. 
Prob ab ly nob ody knows of the solitary 
confinement cells and the u ses to which 
they are pu t.’' 
Senator Hoke Sm ith of Georgia, who 
b aa m ade a tou r of inspection of the 
prison slnco H aw thorne preferred his 
charges, lias refu sed to m ake a sta te­ 
m en t 
lie states that he has as yet 
formed no opinion tha t he cares to 
m ake pu b lic on the sensational allega­ 
tions made. 


Lady Sco tt Was a Bo ra. 
Lady Shelley, who, u s apjiears from 
her diary, b rou ght aw ay from Ab b ots 
ford the impressio n tha t Sir VValtei 
Scott's wife was “the greatest b ore ic 
Eu rope,” was not alone in entertaining 
an u nfavorab le view of her hostess In 
the fam ou s Tw eedside hou se.

Says Mu rk Antony, who had evi­ 
dently seen the great C aesar in con­ 
vu lsions: 
“When the fit w as on I 
m arked how lie did shake; ‘tis tru e 
this god did shake.” 
Again: “ Ye gods, 
ft doth am aze me a man of su ch a 
feeb le tem per shou ld so get the sta rt 
of the m ajestic world and b ear the 
palm alone.” 
We wou ld hardly recommend horse­ 
b ack riding to an epileptic, “ b u t b y 
dint of perseverance.” says the his­ 
torian Oppiu s, “C aesar b ecam e an ex­ 
pert horsem an, often dictating to tw o 
or three secretaries a t once while In 
the snddle, au d rode w ithou t u sing his 
hands.”

across them , som etim es helped b y In­ 
flated b ladders, b u t u su ally u naided. 
Once, having a seizu re In the water. 
he cried ou t. you rem em b er: 
“Help 
me. Cassiu s, or I perish.” 
He explored personally and afoot, 
conqu ered cities, accom panied b y way 
of precau tion b y hu t one or tw o ser­ 
van ts—an 
adm irab le 
precau tion 
for 
epileptics w hen at all possib le. 
Ile needed to b e carefu l. 
If he had 
lived in the glu ttonou s days of Calig­ 
u la or Nero and had to any extent 
indu lged in their dietary excesses, he 
never wou ld have crossed the Ru b icon ! 
nor effected the Im portant victory over ! 
Pom pey the G reat at P harsalia, and ! 
the protests of his nervou s system In ' 
the way of convu lsions wou ld have - 
b een more nu merou s. 
He paid flu * strictest attention to his 
hair. althou gh he had so little of It. 
Like the rest of the b aldheaded the I 
world over, he allowed this occipital I 
fringe to grow long, and b oldly comb ed 
I 
it forw ard, like a vine over a b lank '

threats. 
Well may we praise God for 
the daw ning light of the New Day. 
Freedom

transcends

lib erties, 
said 
the 
Pastor. 
“T he lib erty w herew ith C hrist m akes 
free” is God s great b oon to man. 
In 
proportion as it has b een received there 
is Joy; otherw ise discontent, pjiln.

U nder the heavy cu rse of death ou r 
race has gone down for six thou sand 
years. Ou r mental, moral and physical 
pow ers have grown w eaker u ntil now 
the average length of life is only thir­ 
ty-six years; whereas Adam lived nine 
hu ndred sind thirty years. 
All of life’s

T hat farm ers in the territory into 
which the Mexican b oll weevil has 
spread, after having taken the advice 
of agents of the Sou thern railway, 
were ab le to produ ce cotton su ccess­ 
fu lly. In spite of the weevil, has b een 
dem onstrated, according to President 
Finley of the railw ay company, who 
lately m ade a trip throu gh the sou th. 
“T he practical dem onstration of the 
possib ility of controlling the weevil in 
the territory east of the Mississippi 
river,” he said. “is one of more thnn 
incidental im portance. 
It m eans that 
the cotton is still to b e the leading 
crop lu that territory. 
Special atten ­ 
tion is b eing given to forage crops and 
to corn. 
Form erly sou theastern farm ­ 
ers b ou ght large qu antities of western 
corn for their farm animals. 
Now 
there are many who have corn for 
sale. 
The cotton crop In the sou th­ 
east. while not ns large as In some 
years. Is good and is b eing sold a t an 
u nu su ally good average price.” 
Ho dec I a m i that the general pros­ 
perity of the section Is largely de­ 
pendent u pon agricu ltu ral conditions 
and that farm ing In the sou theast Is 
so distinctively progressive tha t there 
Is every reason to look to the fu tu re 
w ith confidence.

LOSE TWO YEARS OF LIFE. 


No ted Educato rs Co ndemn the Fads In 
Scho o ls o f To day . 
Two years of u sefu l life are lost to 
every American u nder existing edu ca­ 
tional conditions, du e to the Increjised 
fads adopted b y schools and made port 
of their compu lsory cu rricu lu m . 
This 
is the finding of a b oily of em inent 
edu cators, headed b y President Jam es 
II. Baker of the University of Colo­ 
rado, whose report has Ju st b een is­ 
su ed b y the United States b u reau of 
edu cation In W ashington. 
“T he great m istake in ou r edu cation 
Is to s u pin e .” says the report, “that 
qu antity nisi strain constitu te edu ca­ 
tion. 
Edu cation Is a qu estion of doing 
a few essential things well and w ith­ 
ou t overstrain. 
T he college has com­ 
m itted a grievou s m istake In dem and­ 
ing m ore in qu antity than in qu ality 
produ ced u nder conditions of healthy 
normal developm ent.’’ 
The edu cators, who. say the b u reau 
officials, spent years investigating con­ 
ditions. 
wo uld have the elem entary 
educatio n of tho you ng occu py only 
six years lu stou d of eight. They wou ld 
have the stu dent pass throu gh high 
school au d college so u s to b e prepared 
either to enter the world at the age of 
tw enty or. lf desirou s of taking u p a 
profession, enab le him to b e equ ipped 
within tw o or fou r years Inter. 
Balls o f Absrdo v ey . 
Ab erdovey has b een m ade fam ou s b j 
the “ Bells of Ab erdovey.” and the 
townsfolk are hard pu t to It to explain 
how that song ever cam e to he w rit­ 
ten, for Ab erdovey has no India worth 
m entioning and u ntil forty years sine* 
had not even a chu rch.

OLD INDIAN TOWNS FOUND. 


Mo re Wo nderful Than Villag es 
o f Ancient Cliff Dwellers. 
Rem ains of cities of a prehistoric 
people, far b eyond w hat was deem ed 
the fu rthest eastern lim it of the tow n 
b u ilding Indians, have b een reported 
b y 
F ather Ju liu s 
H artm an of the 
Catholic parish at W illard. T orrance 
cou nty. N. M., to the School of A m er­ 
ican Archaeology at Santa Fe. 
F a­ 
ther H artm an was compelled to give 
u p his explorations 
b y 
the severe 
w eather u ntil next spring, b u t m ade a 
su rvey of sixty miles of ru ins and 
rock inscriptions, extending from the 
present M exican village of Pinoswells. 
Torrance cou nty, to the Canyon Pin- 
tada. in a region tha t is desolate and 
u ninhab ited and tou ched only a t long 
Intervals b y sheep herders. 
The ru ins of the villagt' and com­ 
mu nal dwellings antedate the Span­ 
ish conqu est of over 300 years ago. 
and. Ju dging from the deb ris tha t 
covers the sites and hides the ru ins, 
the cities are a thou sand or more years 
old. The tw o villages nearest to Pinos­ 
wells are located on a high mou nd, and 
the com mu nal b u ildings are circu lar in 
form. 
From the b u rial place F ather 
H artm an took skeletons, fu neral u rns. 
pottery, stone im plem ents and weapons 
and other relics characteristic of the 
prehistoric tow n b u ilders of the Rio 
Grande valley. 
The pictographs on 
the granite walls, however, are ap­ 
parently 
more connected and tnor» > 
vigorou s than those fou nd in the fam ­ 
ou s cliff dwellings w est of S anta Fe. 
They depict scenes of the hu nt and 
are Interspersed w ith symb olic figu res, 
su ch as the plu m ed se rpe n t the thu n ­ 
der clou ds and forked lightning. 


G eneral plans have b een m ade a t the 
w ar departm ent in W ashington for the 
estab lishm ent of a series of em ergen­ 
cy storage depots 
Jit 
variou s places 
throu ghou t the U nited States for the 
accu m u lation of medical and su b sist­ 
ence su pplies, clothing and other equ ip­ 
ment, arm s and am m u nition. 
Each 
year su ch su m as the arm y appropri­ 
ations perm itted has b een set aside 
w ith a view to acqu iring this reserve 
stock. 
There is now a considerab le ac­ 
cu m u lation. 
It is desired to have on 
hand su ch articles of equ ipm ent as 
wou ld not b e readily ob tainab le in open 
m arket In tim e of war. 
The depots which have b een estab ­ 
lished are u nder the chief of ordnance, 
the su rgeon general and the chief of 
the qu arterm aster corps. 
They are 
situ ated in the leading cities possess­ 
ing am ple facilities for transportation. 
so tha t the m aterial may b e shipped 
w ithou t delay to any point of concen­ 
tration, 
either 
w ithin 
the 
United 
States, w here troops are b eing mob i­ 
lized. or to a seaport w here the troops 
are b eing em b arked for transportation 
over seas. 
The whole arrangem ent has b een co­ 
ordinated recently b y experts of the 
arm y w ar college and form s one of the 
Im portant featu res of the departm ental 
preparations for war. 
It is stated tha t the m ovem ent has 
no direct application to existing con­ 
ditions. 
It is held tha t there m u st b e an ini­ 
tial resou rce to keep an arm y su pplied 
u ntil regu lar sou rces of su pply can b e 
arranged. In some cases, as w ith food­ 
stu ffs. there will b e no difficu lty in 
acqu iring all tha t Is needed in the open 
m arket. 
Su b sistence is lim ited in the 
pu rchase of em ergency su pplies. 
Cer­ 
tain of the medical su pplies au d mu ch 
of the clothing, however, m u st b e ac­ 
qu ired in advance to as great an extent 
as possib le. 
Special difficu lty natu ral­ 
ly attaches to the acqu isition of arm s 
and am m u nition In an em ergency 
The secretary of w ar desires to in­ 
crease some of these su pplies as far as 
possib le, notab ly field artillery m ate­ 
rial, for which the estim ate am ou nts 
to $0,000,000. 
T he Increased estim ate 
for 
qu arterm asters’ 
su pplies 
will 
am ou nt to b etw een $4,000,000 and $5 - 
000 ,000 .

Ile explored personally and afoot, 
conquered cities, accom panied by w ay 
o f precaution by b u t one o r tw o se r­ 
v a n ts—an 
ad m irable

for 
epileptics w hen a t all possible. 
Ile needed to be careful. 
If he had 
lived in th e glu tto n o u s days of C alig­ 
ula or Nero and had to any ex ten t 
Indulged In th e ir d ietary excesses, he 
never w ould have crossed th e R ubicon 
n or effected th e Im p o rtan t victory over 
Pom pey tile G reat a t P h arsalia, and 
th e p ro tests of his nerv o u s system In 
th e w ay of convulsions w ould have 
been m ore num erous.
